Claims Increase 
Thru-out Area — 


Federal old-age and _ survivors 
insurance continues to play an 
important role in the oconomic 
life of this area as indicated by 
the increase in the number of 
claims being paid, according to 
J. C. Hollister, manager of the 
San Bernardino office of the So- 
cial Security Administrauon. 


The number of ‘claims taken by 
that office for payment during 
the first quarter of this year was | 
32 per cent greater than for the | 
same period last year and 20 per | 
cent greater for the second quar- 
ter, said Hollister. 


It shows clearly how the federal 
old-age survivors insurance pro- 
gram is filling a definite need by 
providing monthly insurance pay- 
ments to surviving families of 
workers who have died. 

In many cases it is the monthly 
payments to the worker’s widow 
and children which enables the 
family to remain together and the 
children to stay in school rather 
than drop out to seek employment, | 
or be placed in foster homes or in- 
stitutions. 

This program also _ provides 
monthly insurance payments to 
the worker, 65 or over, who has 
temporarily or permanently ter- 
minated his employment for one 
reason or another and to his wife 
if she is also 65. 

In many cases these payments, 
together with private insurance 
and saving of the retired worker, 
enable him to provide for himself | 
and his wife without having to de- | 
pend upon his children or the State 
for financial assistance.
